Group V, claim(s) 36, drawn to a method for identifying a substance that alters 
thrombosis. 

Group VI, claim(s) 46, drawn to a method for identifying a gene associated with 
coagulation. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 
There are two distinct methods claimed for creating a uniform vascular wound 

1. laser irradiation 

2. exposure to sodium hydroxide. 

And three distinct methods of analyzing coagulation 

1. laser irradiation 

2. exposure to sodium hydroxide 

3. determining red cell lysis. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

Each of the above species has a distinct function or is a distinct method step to perform 
that function.
